TOLD DOCTOR HE FELL 

Victin Was Proprietor 

Barber Shop in the 
West End. 


* em 
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Fred D. Spilman of 782A North Euc'id 
avenue, proprietor of a West. End bar- 
ber shop, died at his home early Satur- 
day morning from a hemorrhage of the 
brain, produced by a blow on the left 
temple that fractured hfs skull. Spil- 


man was taken home from the flat of 
Searcy M. Buck, 4749A Vernon avenue, 
where he had been hurt some time early 
Friday night, and died without regain- 
ing consciousness. 

The police are looking for Buck, who 
is said to have departed with his wife 
and mother*for Nashville, Tenn., and 
Lewis McCullough, who was a member 
of a party that assembled at the flat 
and passed the evening drinking. Buck 
and McCullough called. a physician to 
treat Spilman, following his injury, and 
then sent him home in an ambulance. 

When the police went to the Vernon 
avenue flat after Spilman’s death they 
found it deserted. Buck had sent his 
trunks to Union Station early Saturday 
morning and departed, supposedly for 
Nashville. 3 

Dr. James B. Prichard, the Coroner's 
post-mortem physician, said that he 
could not tell how Spilman received tie 
blow. He could not tell whether it was 
caused by striking his head against a 
door or step, or whether someone had 
struck him with a b'unt instrument. 

Spilman left his barber shop Friday 
night, wearing a small diamond pin and 
carrying about $25 In his pocket. He 
went to Buck's house. At 6:50 p. m. 
neighbors were called in to assist in 
him up the stairs. Oscar 
Knehaus of 4751 Vernon avenue helped 
to carry Spilman up the stairs and lay 
him on a lounge in a front room. Pr. 
William Hangen of Page boulevard and 
Walton avenue was called later, and 
after administering temporary trear- 
ment Spilman was sent home in an 
ambulance. 

The police have not been able to learn 
how Spilman was hurt. One of Spil- 
man’s barbers reported at noon Satur- 
day that he saw McCullough at Page 
boulevard and Walton avenue at 11 a. 
m. and that McCullough said he was 
then going to Spiiman’s home to explain 
the accident. He did not go. 

Cam. Johnson said at_noon that some 
person who was with Spilman Friday 
night called up the barber shop by tele- 
phone Saturday and inquired how he 
was getting along. When told by the 
negro porter that Spilman was dead the 
man at the other end of the wire said 
he would be at the barber shop at 2 p. 
m. to tell the police how Spilman was 
hurt. 

Spilman went to Buck's flat early Fri- 
day evening. At 9:30 o’clock Buck and 
McCullouch went to the residence of Dr. 
William M. Hangen, Page and Walton 
avenucs, and told him'that a man had 
fallen down the stairs. 

Dr. Hangen went with the two men 
to the flat and dressed Spilman's in- 
juries. He was then sent home in an 
ambulance, put did not regain conscious- 
ness. : 

Mrs. Spilmen was not informed by the 
persons who took her nusDand home 
how ‘he had come by his injuries, and 
she was not aware that they were sae- 
rious unti! death was near at hand.

SPEEDY SPRING 
LURING LILACS 
TO THEIR DOOM 





Fruit Growers See Crop Being 
Nipped in Bud if Weather 
Don’t Behave. 





ENTLE Spring, so impatient that 
G she is even now trying to sit in 

the lap of old Midwinter, threat- 
ens to blight the growing fruit crop by 
her vernal eagerness to get to the front 
ahead of schedule time. 

This, at least, is what fruit men in 
St. Louis say, their ominous words be- 
ing based on a remarkable fact just re- 
ported from Notre Dame Convent, in 
South St. Louts. 

In the beautiful grounds of this con- 
vent are a number of lilac bushes. Yes- 
terday the Sisters of the convent saw 
with astonishment that these liiacs were 
already in bud. This condition should 
not be reached, under ordinary circum- 
stances, until March. But the lilac buds 
even now are bigger and more fully de- 
veloped than they are ordinarlly two 
months later than the present date. 

According to local fruit dealers, this 
means that fruit trees will follow the 
unwise and very giddy example thus set 
by the lilac bushes in the grounds of 
Notre Dame Convent and burst forth 
into buds and ®lossoms while grim Win- 
ter still has many blizzards in reserve. 
And then will come a frost, ‘‘cnilling 
and killing” these fruit trees, »recisely 
as Edgar Allan Poe tells us that the 
cold wind treated his Annabe! Lee. The 
‘ruit crop will be literally nipped in tha 
bud! 

Wherefore, St. Louls fruit dealers see 
no beauty in the lilac bushes that bud 
in January in the attractive grounds cof 
the Notre Dame Convent.

Carpenter Is the St. George to 
Bring Dragon From 
Its Lair. 





A half-starved alligator, captured near 

the Mounted District Police Station, 
fought five men and a dog after it had 
been warmed by the heat of the police 
station blacksmith shop. It was dragged 
to a gravel walk and slain after a 
prolonged struggle. 
Reports of the alligator’s presence in 
the vicinity had been made to the police 
of ithe Mounted District for some wecks. 
The saurian had existed by eating chick- 
ens, raiding many stray flocks. 

Joseph Heine, a carpenter and garden- 
er at the station, had read of knights 
riding forth to encounter dragons. It 
occurred to him that he might do a 
knightly deed by conquering the alli- 
gator. 

Finds Saurian in Sewer. 

He sgsallied forth early Friday after- 
noon and luck was with him. Six hun- 
dred yards from the station he met the 
alligator coming out of a sewer pipe. 
The animal seemed :anguid and Heine 
seized it by the tail and dragged it in 
triumph to the blacksmith shop. 

In the shop John Cradick, Fred 
Tegtmeyer and James Malone, em- 
ployes of the Police Station, and Po- 
liceman Thomas Walton were eating 
lunch. Heine proudly dragged his 
captive alongside the forge and told 
the others of his adventure with the 
dragon. 

Saurian Gives Fight. 
“Jack,” a fox terrier, attacked the 
alligater and the animal, warmed into 
activity and angry. at the tredtment 
received from Heine, endeavored to 
catch and swaliow the dog. The men 
went to the dog’s assistance. The al- 
ligator hissed, snapped with his great 
jaws and swished his muscular tail. 
Stones and other missles were 
hurled at it, but it only grew the more 
ferocicus. Someone stuck a broom 
Stick into his mouth and his sharp 
teeth locked on it. By that means 
he was dragged outside and while the 
others sat on him, Heine cut the al- 
ligator’s throat. 
The animal was slightly more than 
six feet long and though weakened by 
hunger and exposure was powerful. 
Heine skinned it and is now tanning 
the hide of which he expects to make 
a pair of boots. 
Two alligators escaped from Forest 
Perk Highlands last summer.

“The Coraner’s verdict was that the 
wound in Mr. Ellis’ heart and that in 
nis tempie were ot different sizes. 
I believe he was shot to death by two 
men, who followed him and watched 
their chance to kill him and rob him of 
the $300 or $400 he had, and his diamond 
stud. 

‘“‘My husband had no reason for end- 
ing his life. We were as happy together 
as could be, and he was not 14n finan- 
clal difficulty. I feel sure he was mur- 
dered, and I will spend all my time, if 
necessary, in trying to find the man or 
men who killed him.”’ 

Two months before Ellis married he 
scld his grocery at 5568 Page boulevard 
to Cohen & Co., a brokerage firm at 
£21 Chestnut street. The firm placed 
Egfried Schatzmann in charge to sell 
out part of the stock, and then auc- 
tioned the remainder at the store. The 
sale price was about $2000 

Schatzmann applied subsequently to 
Chief Smith, complaining that the firm 
found, after buying the stock, that it 
Was encumbered with a mortgage. Chief 
Smith referred him to Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Falkenhainer, who told 
him that nothing chuld be done unless 
Cohen made a complaint.in person. 

Cannot Find Purchaser. 

The young man sa'd he would bring 
Cohen to Falkenhainer, but did not re- 
“appear, and the matter was dropped. 
The police are now investigating it. 

The difference in the sizes of the 
wounds on Ellis’ body, the police say, 
iaay be due to the fact that one bullet 
flattened against the skull, and not to 
different calibers. 

A hip pocket, in which Ellis carried 
the wallet containing his money was 
cut out. His valuable stud was missing. 
The wound in his chest was powder 
turned, but the bullet which flattened 
cgainst his skull apparently had been 
fired from long range. 

Suicide, Says Sheriff. 

Sheriff Irvin, who is investigating the 
mystery at Mount Vernon, is one of 
those holding the suicide theory. He 

said to a Post-Dispatch reporter over 
the telephone: 

“In my opinion, Ellis fired the first 
shot at his temple, the bullet flattening 
against the skull. The revolver was 
hardly more than a toy, and the shock 
would not have been great. 

“Then, I believe, Ellis opened his vest 
and fired the second shot, which killed 
him. 

“The letters that someone followed 
him were due, I believe, to an hallu- 
cination. I think Ellis was demented. 

“This, of course, does not account for 
the absence of the money and diamond 
stud.”’ 

Coroner Whitlock said: 

“IT am undecided between the suicide 
and murder theories. The bullet wound 
In the head was in the left temple, in- 
stead of the right, as re ported at first, 
and if Ellis fired both shots he used 
ws left hand for the first and his right 
hand for the second. 

“I cut in to get both bullets, and be- 
lieve they are of the Same caliber, al- 
though I cannot hé certain, as one of 
them is mashed out of shape.”’ 

Ellis’ tragic death blighted a romance 
which budded when he and Mary St. 
C:air were schoo! Children in Tuscola, 
Ill., and did not blossom until their 
middie ‘age. Both married others, and 
Ellis went to California to live. Mary 
St. Clair was unhappy with William 
Miesse, her first husband, and they 
scparated 18 years ago, Mrs. Ellis re- 
vaening custody of her daughter, Maude. 
then 2 years old. Four years ago a di- 
yorce Was obtained, and a year ago 
Ellis, whose first wife had died, and 
Mrs. Miesse met and renewed their 
childhood acquaintance. 

The determination to look for a 
grocery business in Illinois apparent- 
ly seized Ellis suddenly Monday, and 
he did not ‘tell Mrs. Ellis of it until 
just before his departure. He tele- 
phoned that he would be gone only @

tion against the lives of the miners’ 
opponents. 

The jury began its deliberations at 
8:50 o’clock last night. The defense 
carried out its announced resolution 
not to argue the case, this preventing 
Senator Borah from addressing the 
jury. 

The instructions differed to some ex- 
tent from those given tn the Haywood 
trial. Judge Wood held that on proof 
of the existence of a conspiracy to kill 
enemies of the Western Federation of 
Miners and that the defendant was ° 
member of such conspiracy, that Stenu- 
nenberg was regarded as an enemy of 
the Western Federation of Miners and 
that his:murder was the result of ‘he 
conspiracy, the defendant should be 
found gullty. 

The jury was instructed that the ac- 
complice must be corroborated by inde- 
pendent testimeny tending to connect 
the defendant with the crime charged,

The bomb was set off in the washroom 


in the basement, 12 feet from a vault 


Three clerks were in the basement at 
the time and injured by flying debris: 
A negro porter had just gone into the 
washroom. The clothing was blown 
from his body, and he was found pros- 
trate on the floor, badly injured, when 
the force of clerks rushed down from 
the first floor to investigate. 
Gas Explosion Feared. 

When the bomb was fired, a cloud of 

smoke and dust was blown up the stair- 
way into the banking room on the first 
floor, which was well filled with custom- 
ers. Someone shouted, ‘Gas explosion,”’ 
and the crowd made a rush for the 
doors. The watchmen threw open every 
exit, and there was 4 stampede for the 
street. 
The washroom in which the bomb was 
placed was 20 feet square and was 
separated from the adjoining room 
by a three-inch plaster partition. This 
partition was supported by a steel post. 
The bomb struck this post with such 
force that it bent it a foot out of po- 
sition and wrecked the partition and 
the plumbing. 

Half a dozen basement windows with 
the steel rods protecting them were 
blown out into Baltimore avenue and 
across the street. The building was 
shaken as if by an earthquake. 

Crowd in Bank. 

Mr. Pelletier, who was standing at the 
paying teller’s window when the ex- 
plosion shoek the building, said: 

“Following the explosion there was a 
great column of smoke and dust swept 
up the stairway into the banking room.

Finding that his wife 
was missing from the bed he ran into 
the kitchen, where he found the gas = 
stove burning. 

Finds Wife ta Flames. 
Hearing his wife outside he went to 
the porch, and then down the stairway 
into the basement. There he found Mrs. 
Bockelman lying on her back with her 
clothes afire. He smothered the flames 
with a blanket and called a policeman. 
Mrs. Bockelman was hurried to the hos- 
pital, but she had been burned so se- 
verely that the physicians were not 
pable to save her life. 

Bockelman thinks his wife went into 
the kitchen to heat some water. He 
says that frequently her feet troubled 
her so at night that she could net sleep, 
and that she was in the habit of heat- 
ing water in which to bathe them. 

Ran Out Bewildered. 

He believes that his wife's clothes 
came accidentally in contact with the 
flames and that she ran out of the 
house into the basement whfle she was © 
bewildered.

Says Eclipse Had No Effect. 

‘lhe solar ec'ipse of Friday, in which 
the moon pushed itself between the sun 
and the earth, had no connection with 
the Jamaica earthquake, says Rev. Fa- 
ther C. N,. Charroppin, professor of 
astronomy at St. Louis University..- 

Father Charroppin said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday morning 
that there were and could not be any 
meteorological effects—storms, earth- 
quakes or any other disasters—brought 
about by the eclipse and he ridiculed 
predictions of ‘“‘sensational astronomers’”’ 
that such things would happen at the 
time of and be caused by the eclipse. 

Father Charroppin caused his tele- 
scope to be taken to the Jesuit Novi- 
tiate near Florisant, where he hoped for 
a view of the eclipse Friday afternoon. 
The shadow of the moon was expectéd 
just to overlap the rim of the sun.

eclipse, however, and Father Charrop- 
pin was disappointed in his observa- 
tiens.

W- have been touting Emerson Hough to make a killing some day—a

‘his own. The life is vivid and vividly pictured. The “Man” and Ellen Merri- 
wether leave their party to hunt and are lost on the plains for three months. 

He becomes 
as it were a brave and she a squaw. The situation is almost unique; the treat- 
ment of it lacks little in audacity but much in art. Caution and restraint are 
apparent at the wrong moments; one feels that Mr. Hough's fancy tires or his 
elbow critic interposes inopportunely.

To enjoy music, all that is necessarY is to surrender: yourself to it emo. 
tionally. It is a sensuous. not an intellectual, enjoyment—a child of @ sav- 
age feels its charm as potently as do th® world’s master-minds. It really 
doesn’t matter in the least which you are—the natural appeal of music ts uni- 
versal and caste-leve When once the World recognizes these trutha as ft 
should, the enjoyment of music will p® vastly simplified—many are barred 
from it now because of a foolish subscription to one or the other of oppos- 
ing and artificial ‘“‘creeds’”’ that have Do reason for being. | = 
In setting yourself to the truest enjcyment of music, don’t bother your head 
trying to read into it the meanings which, commentators tell you, were ihtend- 
ed by the composer. The composition Is the result of certain moods that pos- 
sessed the soul of the composer at the moment the score was born. Its h 
ing produces a certain mood in your own soul. Whether the two agree in na- 
ture and quality doesn’t matter in the least. If you go bothering about that, 
you're like a child crying because the moon isn’t made of green cheese, as it 
thought—you’re, asKing, in -ffect, that you possess the precise psychic structure 
of any or all of the composers to whose work you listen. 
To enjoy rag-time and folk-music, give heed to its quaintness, its mingling 
of comedy and pathos, its unconventional and always impressionistic “broad 
stroke” effects. To enjoy popular songs, note the simple sweetness, the , ye- 
ty or the grief, the unfailing “heart interest’ of the strains. To enjoy hes- 
tral music, follow the charm of the deft employment of the various instruments 
for desired effects, while at the same time permitting your thoughts to 4rift 
dreamily along upon the stream of melody. To enjoy opera, let vour musical 
palate savor alike the excellence of the orchestral as well as of the vocal 
tchievements—toc many of us sacrifice this pleasure to the “persenal equa- 
tion,” listening only to the “featured” singers and strangely shutting our ears 
i@ the anoymous instrumenti«lists. To enjoy oratorio, install rv verence in your 
soul and ‘remember that an oratorio is a religious epic, vital with faith and 
spiritual upliftment, and that you should approach it in the spirit in which yeu 
would read “Paradise Lost’’ or the Book of Job, or the songs of Solomon—and 
this applies with even greater force to the splendid Masses of the Church. It ig 
only in these cases that an absolute surrender to a certain meaning of the 
composition fs urged. 

And, ameng the most important of a}i requisites for the enjoyment ef music,. 
don’t permit yourself to be distracted by chance chatter or unthinking comment 
in your Vicinity—don’t yourself bring a worried or ill-attuned mind to the 
musical feast—don't try to solve business or household problems while “listen- — 
ing” to music—and don’t care a rap whether you understand it or not. Just 
enjoy it, that’s all that is possible to the most august musical critic who ever 
lived. 

And this enjoyment is as easily possible to an impressionable ‘child, or te 
an untutored savage, the two truest poets and music-levers in the world; as to 
the critic who “knews it all” .:om A to Izzard and can talk about it until 
the last lovely remnant of your enjoyment vanishes under the altogether un- 
necessary impertinent and unpardonable “expert analysis.”’ ;

Theodore S. Whitmore, husband of 
the victim, has now acknowledged that 
she was his wife and is under arrest at 
Harrison. When he was told that he 
Was suspected of murder he almost col- 
lapsed. Resides Whitmore there are 
held at Harrison as witnesses Frank 
Englert and John Foster, both of whom 
are believed to know something of the 
events that preceded the woman’s 
death. 

Up to this morning no evidence has 
been found to prove that Whitmore 
killed the woman. He asserts his in- 
nocence and declares that he has not 
seen his wife since 3 p. m. Christmas 


y. 

Tt has been shown, however, that 
Whitmore was jealous, high tempered 
and that he frequently beat his wife. 
He was not at work the night before 
the body was found; neither did he re- 
port for work for several days there- 
after. 

Strange Letters Received. 

Letters received by the woman’s fam- 
fly dated after the dead body was found 
are strongly suspicious. They are sai 
to bear a striking resemblance to Whit- 
more’s handwriting. Thev tell of fu- 
ture plans and are interpreted as be- 
ing an effort to throw the family off 
2 og and prevent identification of the

Unlike so many shiat virtuosos, Pad- 
erewski had to wait until he’ was a 
grown man of 28 before he began to get 
recognition from the pubtic.. His: talent 
had manifested itself when he was very 
young, but it had no chance to de- 
velop. He was a boy in his teens be- 
fore he had any real instruction in 
music, in Warsaw. where he studied 
the plano with Janotha and harmony 
with Roguski. When he was 16: he made 
his first concert tour in Russia, a com- 
plete failure from every point of’ view. 
Despite of his determination’ to aban- 
don it after his first tour, the piano 
still called to him, and finally; in 1884, 
he went to Vienna and began to study 
with his countryman, Leashetitnkt 
Twenty-four is rather late for a man 
to prepare for a virtuoso’s’ career, but 
Paderewski undertook this huge task 
and accomplished it.
